The Punishment of CRUCIFIXION. 


QHE anniverfary Faft Day 
appointed for the folemn 
val ommemoration of the 
« Death of our Great son 
oe) approaching, I was late 
S aoe hrown by § Thought rec 
a Meditation on the Nature and Antiquity 
of his Punifhment. This refreth’d my 
Memory with many things I had former- 
ly read about it in ancient Hiftory, and 
pee me upon fearching into thofe, which 
could not readily recollect. 

It hath been commonly firppos’d and 
faid, that Crucifixion was a Punifhment 
inflited only on the vileft Slaves and Ma- 
kefaftors, as if none ‘but fuch had been 











y, 


Governors, to whom Judea asa Province 
was then fubje&. For truly I don’t res 
member to have read of any Crucifixion 
in that Country before this, or of any 
Word about it through all the Old Tefta- 


A ment, and am certain it is not to be found

in the fhort Catalogue of their Capital 
Punifhments. ofephus once mentions 
the Original, which we tranflate Crofs, 
but in another Senfe, to fignify a Stake, 
Poft, or Beam in that warlike Engine 
call’d a Battering Ram. However, tho’ 
they had never feen fuch a Sight among 
them before, they might have heard e- 
nough of it by rumour from the Nations 
round thems’ For, that this had been an 
ancient Punifhment among the Heathens 
in the then known Parts of the. World, 
Afia, Africk and Ewrope, we are intorm’d 
by Herodotus, Ctefias, Heraclides, Horace, 


bnoxicus to it, and hath therefore been C Fuvenal, Polybius, Lucian, Suetonius, Ply- 


called a Servile Punifhment. However 
it may be fhewn, I think, from many 

ood Avthors, that it was usd, not only 
inthat Age and Country, in which 4e/us 
liv’d ; but alfo in warious Ages and King- 
doms both before and after, and in punifh- 


ing great and guod Perfons, as well as 
the F . e 


oweft and worft forfiof People ; for 
all forts of great and dangerous Crimes, 
Treafon, urder, Adultery, Robbery, 
and {ometimes perhaps for little or no 
Crime at all. As Law and Jutftice ex- 
pos’d the Guilty and. Villainous to this 
fort of Infamy and Pain: So meer Anger, 


tarch, Pliny, Tacitus, and other Authors, 
fome of whom relate Stories about this 
matter, and others only give a Hint or Al- 
lufion in a few Words, fufficient. to fhew 
they were not ignorant of it. It {cemsto 
have had its Original in the Eaftern Parte, 
being much usd by the Papers, and to 
have been carry’d Weftward thro’ Greece 
and Reme as far as Carthage, and even to 
the Northern Ifles ; one Nation gradually 
learning the Praétice from another. Tho’ 
it might have been primarily and princi- 
pally defign’d for Slaves and Plebeians, as 
among the Romans, yet, I fay, it .was 


Malice, Revenge, and Ambition, in Prin- E fometimes the bard Fortuwe of Perfons 


ees, Statefmen, and Conquerors, may 
have caus’d many a brave and innocent 
Perfon to fall by it. 

By the ready Clamour of the Femifh 
Populace to have the Prince of Prophets 
crucify’d, one may imagine they were 
well acquainted with this fort of Punifh- 
ment ; and by their crucifying two Male- 
fators with him, that it was fometimes 
us'd among them. Unlefs we may fay, 
that it was a Leffon put into their Mouths 

y the Rulers, and a Punifhment at that 
tame newly introduc’d by their Rosman 


of good Quality, of great Merit and In- 
nocence, when in the Hands of Enemies, 
to fall under it. Perfia and the peigh- 
bouring Nations, Greece and Africk give 
teftimony to this Obfervation, 

Pheretime, a cruel Queen of the Cyre- 
nians, having got the Affiftance of the 
Perfians, made War upon the Barceans, 
in ‘revenge for. the Death of her . Son 
Arcefilaus, and when fhe had taken the 
Town by ftratagem, which had .been 
gallantly defended, crucify’d the. Men 
without Mercy. 4 /yages King of Media

alfo crucify’d feveral Magians, only for 
ha been fo unfortunate, as to have 
iven hinrunfuccefsful Advice. Polycrates, 


yrant of Samos, after a long Courfe of 


Power and Profperity, came himf¢lf to 
that la able End, by the Envy and 
Malice of the Perfian Governor of Sardes; 
one, whom he had never, or but little 
injur’d 3 and fo fell a melancholy Inflance 
of the Inftabiliry of Human Grandeur. 
Satafpes fuffer’d the fame Penalty, but 
more defervedly, for having debauch’d 
the Daughter of a Perfian Nobleman. 
Thus, the famous General Hiffieus being 
firft kill’d, his Body was afterwards ex- 
pofed to Infamy and Derifion on § Crofs: 
And Xerxes himfelf was nut afhamed to 
do the fame brutifh thing to the dead 
Body of that brave Leonidas, who with 
a handful of Men, in compavifon of the 
immenfe Army of Xerxes, had long made 


oe 
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an obftinate Stand in the Streights of ¢ 


Thermopylae, to the Admiration of all Po- 
fterity. Artayétus, the Governor of Sefiwe, 
was crucify’ by Xantiopus, Admiral of 
the Athenians, for Sacrilege. : Ginze, 
the Favourite of Queen Pary/atis, was, 
er with her Eunuchs, cricify'd by 
order of Artaxerxes. So were Bagapates 
and Cares by the command of ‘bivody 
Paryfatis herfelf, for having been con- 
cern’d in the Murder of her Son Cyrus. 
This with the Perfians was a ufual Pu- 
nifhment for Treafon ; and that might be 
one Reafon for Chrif’s fuffering in that 
manner, fince *twas one Article of his 


eee: that he affumed the Title E pears, that the,Punifhment of Crucifixi- 


ing in contempt of T/berius Cafar. 

By an ancient Cuftom and Law of the 
Romans, their State Criminals were firft 
whipp’d, and then hang’d upon what they 
call’d the curfed Tree. That it wasearly 
in ufe among them, appears by a Story 
concerning Tarquinius Priftus, told by 
Pliny, who, when many of his Subjedis 
had wilfully pot themfelves to death, ra- 
ther than proceed any longer in a moft 
difficult, painful, and dangerous Work, 
which he had impos’d upon them, caus’d 
the dead Bodies of thofe, who had fo 
deftroy’d themfelves, to be fixed upon 
Croffes, to be devour’d by the Birds 
and Beafts. By which Stratagem he 
hop’d to. deter others from killing them- 
felyes, through the Dread and Shame of 
having their ies, after Death, ferv’d 
in the fame manner. And this proves, 
by the way, that thofé Crofles could nor 
be very tall, perliaps not above fix or 
feven Feet above ground, otherwife the 
Beafts could have have no fhare in that 
Prey. Though indeed other Crofles in 
other Places and Times may have been 
much higher. 
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Seneca alfn fhews he was well 5 
ed with the Nature of this Puni 
by his making an Allufion, of Men’s be. 
ing drawn away by their vicious Lufts 
and Defires, to their being crucify’d and 
hanging upon a Crofs; where he takes 
notice of the two forts of Croflés moftin 
ufe, with the» Circumftance of being 
faitned with Nails, and ex to the 
Derifion of Spectators; and calls ever 
ungoyern’d Luft of Man, a kind of Crofs 
by which be is crucify’d. 

The Carthaginians crucify’d their Of. 
ficer, for delivering up the Citadel of 
Miffina ; and the Soldiers mutiny’d againt 
oneAdmmiral Hannibal, for his unfuccefsfal 
attempt upop Sardinia, and put him to 
the fame ignwminious Death. In the 
time of that cruel War between the 
Carthaginians and their Mercenaries, a 
Reinforcement of Men, fent to the Gar. 
rifon of Sardinia, mutiny againft Hann 
their Leader, and boldly crucify him. 
After which, one Spendius, a Roman Slave, 
but now one of the Generals of the Re 
bels, being apprehended by the Cartha. 
ginians, was, with vine more, crucify’d 
under the Walls of Tunis, in fight of their 
Friend Matho,Governor of the Town. fh 
revenge of which Cruelty, Matho. {oon 
after fallying out of the Gates, took Hane 
nibal the Carthaginian General Prifoner, 
whom he immediately order’d to be fix'd 
alive on the Crofs of Spendius, and to be 
crucify’d to death With unf{peakable Tot. 
ments. By this:Hiltory of Polybius it ap- 


on was in thofe Days a common Thing 
with the Africans. 

We alfo find it us’d formerly here in 
Great Britain. For Tacitus relates, that 
in a Revolt made by the Britains in the 
Reign of Nerg;on occafion of the Ab- 
fence of Suethbins the Roman Governor, 
feveral Romans, or their Allies, were 
crucify’d by the magnanimous Britains, 
fome upon one fort of Crofs, fome upon 
another, in order to fhake off a foreign 
Yoke, and regain their Liberty. 
this was done no farther off than old 
Verulam, where St Albans now {tands. 
The fame Author informs us, that one 
Punifhment of the primitive Chriftians 
in thefe Days was, to faften them W 
Croffes, as well as to bura, and throw 
them to Dogs and wild Beaits. 

Thefe Croffes were generally of two 
forts. One was a large Log, Poft, or 
Beam of Wood, having two Branches ot 
Horns ftanding or thooting upwards. 
When this was fix’d in the Ground, the 
Body of the Criminal was faftned to 
his Hands were extended upwards, e 
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Of Punifhment by Crucirrxion, 


ty’d with Cordsto the Horns or Branches, 
arid his Neck and Head.ryed faft between 
them. ., This was counted ‘the ‘milder 
Punifhment, and eafier Death; for, by 
drawing the Cord tight about the Throat, 
the Man was foon ftrangled. The other 


Sort was alfo a large Polt or Piece of A 


Timber, of a {moother and better Make, 
having another {mooth Poft, or Beam of 
a fhorter Length faftened crofs-ways 
near the Top, to each End of which the 
Hands of ee Sufferer, being extended, 
were faftned with Nails or Spikes of Iron, 
te with Cords) as the Feet were with 

ails to the Poft below. Om the Day 
when the condemn’dPerfon was to fuffer, 
he was firft of all, either ty’d to a Pillar, 
and whipt there with Rods, ‘either by his 
Fellow-Slaves and Prifoners, or by the 
Jailor and Executioner: Or elfe he was 
to =i his Crofs upon his Shotlders, 
while they whipp’d him ail the way to 
the Place of Execution. Then they 
ftripp’d him of all his Clothes ; for they 
were always crucify’d naked. Over the 
Head a Title or Infcription in Capital 
Letters was*ufually fix’d, fignifying the 
Crime. The Nailing of the Hands and 


Feet was generally the old Roman way of D as Reafoti permits, 


fattning them, and was the Caufe of flow 
Death by moft unexprelfible Tortures, by 
reafon of .the many Veins, Artéries, 
Nerves, Fibres, Tendons, and little Bones 
@termmate in thofe extreme Parts, and 
are exceeding guick of Senfation. For 
which reafon the Friends of the dying 
Perfon ufually yee him a Draught of 
Vinegar mingled with Gall, call’d the 
Cup of the Condemn’d, the ‘better to 
fupport him under his Agony ; believing 
it had a particular Virtue to ftupify the 
Senfes, making him lefs capable of feel- 
ing Pain, and haftning Death. The very

Eufebius 
expatiates fo floridly in its Praifes, that 
he would make one believe it was a fort 
of infallible Charm, Spell,-or Amylet a+ 
ene all human Evils, and Diabolical Dee 
ufions, and the Caufe of the Divine 
Blefiing, upon the Arms of that Emperor, 
and of ‘all his Succeffés and Victories: 
And erly fo'far I allow, that they all 
were in.the right to pay the profoundelt 
Regard ‘for the Honour of that,and every 
thing ‘elfe belonging to Religion, as far 

ut no farther, ‘Dee 
votion and:-pions Reverence are apt to dee 
generate into ' Superftition and Idolatry, 
and often do, when not rightly condne. 
ted. A proper and reafonable Ufe of the 
Crofs, as in cur Baptifnial Office,, may 
be_a goud Memorial of a Spiffitual Bene- 
factor, anda diftinguifhing Mark. of our 
Chriftian Profeffion. But then I-would 
not tao zealoufly /ignaculo frontem t.rert, 
make it my Religion to take every triflin 
Occafion~ of Erithog my Forehead wit 
my Finger, I am afraid, that, notwith- 
ftanding the Defence of their Apologits, 
among the Difciples of the firft Centuries 


fame Effect was alfo thought by the RKo- F many weak, but well-meaning, Devotces 


mans to proceed from Wine mingled 
with Myrrh; iti the Patient could be per- 
fuaded to drink, not a. little, bre a 
Jarge Quantity of it. ~For which reafon 
we may fippofe it was, that both Poti- 
ons were render’d to our Divine Lord, as 
he hung upon the Crofs ; though for 
fpecial Reafons he drank but very little 
of the One, and would not touch the 
Other. He, who would fatisfy his Curi- 
ofity with more upon this Subject, may 
do well to confult an Epiftle of Salmafius, 
and’ Lipfius of ‘the Crofs; ‘two Pieces, 
which I confefs to have heard of, bur 
never read. 

Conftantine the Great was he who 
put an End tothis barbarous Punifhmenr, 
after it had been us’d in the Roman Em- 
pire (perhaps by fevera] Intervals and

might be guilty of that which was ‘ob 
jeded to them, Adoration in{tead of Ho- 
nour.. Sure I.am, that when Queen 
Helen went to Jerufalern to vilfit rhe Sacred 
Places and Relicks, the Wood of the 
Crofs, that had been prefery’d there, was 
dignity’d with fuch a ftrong Epithet in 
the Greck Hiftorian, that it can fignify.no 
lefs than the Adorable Crofs, or the Croft 
that is, or onght to be, Ador’d. 

The fame Ertor or Infirmity of paying 
at leaft firperftitious, if not idolat-ous, 
Honours to the Sign of the Crofs, whe- 
ther of Gold, Silver, Ivory, Wood, Stone, 
or Painting, may juftly be imputed, I fear, 
tu many of the Romi{h Communion, per- 
haps down to this very Day. And we 
know, that in the dark Ages of Monkery, 
when haif the Princes, Roblemen, and

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Gentry throughout Chriffendom, were 
drawa by the Sabtiley A Pope into a 
C ‘nifederate Expedition tothe Holy Land, 
b great was the publick Honour paid to 
the Crd, that every one, ip imitation 
of the fir(t Chriftian Emperor, as a pro- 
fperous 'D ftinétion of themfelves fron In- 
dels, ‘and “as a Means to procure rhe 
Divine Bleffing, carry’d it_wpon their 
Habits, Atms and Enligns: Which gave 
that Expedition the name of the Crufado 
or Oroifade. From thence thefe Crofies 
were réceiv’d into the Coats of Atms of

From this Induction of Particulars, 
which I have here made of the Ancients 
in, both the Learned Languages, if the

lieve it would be found, that fome at 
Jeaft were unjuftly punith’d, either for 
no Crime at all, or for {mall ones, or 
elfe far beyond the Nature and Meafure 
of them; thouzh others have fuffered 
for nororious and dangerous Wickcdnefs.

P. S. Several other Perfons, befides 
thofe already mentioned, who have been 
eminent cither for their Station or Virtue, 
have been put to death this Way.. As 
Inarus King of the Africans, who, as 
Thucydides, relates, was taken by the Per- 
flans and crucify’d, for having been Fo- 
menter of a Revolt and Rebellion in 
Ecypt againft their Empire. Thus dyed 
Hamilear, another Carthaginian General, 
and alfo. one Gavius a heen Citizen, 
mentioned by Cicero in one of his Orati- 
ons. Thus the chief Mayiftrate of the 
Ifland Cimbe was put to death by Mage 
Suffttes, a Roman Officer ; and Galba the 
Roman Emperor condemn’d another Ro- 
man Citizen to fuffer: this. Punifhment, 
for the great Crime of having. poifoned 
a young Gentleman, to whom he was 
Guardian ; of whom Suetonius particular. 
ly remarks, that as they were carrying 
him to Execution, he made a Jamentable 
Complaint, that rhe Punifhment, he was 
going to fuffer, was not only grievous in 
itfelf, but alfo contrary to the Privilege, 
he Laws, and the Dignity of thar noble 

ity. 

Fuftin tells us, that, in. the War be- 
tween the ancient Scythians and_ their 
Slaves, all thofe Slaves, which could be 
taken, were crucify’d. He alfo fays, 


fecret Decrees and Influences of an all- x that Mexander the Great, at the Taking 


wife Providence ; it cannot be concluded 
‘abfolurely and plainly trom rhe Manner 
of his Death, that our Blefléd Lord real- 
ly deférv’d it ; but only thar his Enemies 
would have had it fo believ’d. By tel- 
ling them the Truth, and rebuking all 
the Great Men and Officers of that Nati- 
on ; the Rulers, the Lawyers, the Scribes, 
the Pharifees, and the Publicans ; for their 
Coveroufnefs, Extortion,Hyp crify, Pride, 
Injuttice, Impicty, and the like flagrant 
Vices; and by making the Innocence of 
his own Life and Example a continual 
vilible Reproach to theirs, he had great- 


ly exafperated their haughty Minds, and G 


incurred their implacable Hatred. There 
was therefore no way tor them to recover 
their Character, and appeafe the Tempcit 
of their malignant Heasts, but to get 
him ahora” out of the way as foon-as 
pofible, and that too in fuch a Manner, 


as might glut'their Malice, by feeing him y 


expiring under the moft acute Tortures; 
and by fuch a kind of Punifhmentr, as 
would make at leait the vulgar World 
imagine he had but what he deferv’d, as 
being (What indeed he was nor, but

What urce of new Crimes wiil this 
open ! Afid for one Man whofe Life Moe 
ney will fave,there may be ten who may 
lofe theirs by atrempting. to procure 
wherewithal to redeem him. In fhort, 
cis at the fame Time to weaken the Love 
of Virtue, and deftroy the Credit of our 
Laws: And when thefe Bafes of Go- 
vernment are ruin’d, I doubt much, if 
your Minifters, let them be as wife as the 
wifeit of theif Anceftors, can ever ré- 
eitablifh them. 

There are in the Hearts of the People 
two Principles-very oppofitc, the one of 
Good, the ‘other ‘of Evil. They havea 
Stock of Goodnefs and Juftice, but they 
have alfo a Fund of Avdrice and Intereft ; 
agazinft both which they ought to be fot- 
tity’d by Inftructions and by Laws. Your 
Predeceflor, as great a Prince as he was, 
during, the Courfe of his Reign, never 
could’ extirpare from the Hearts of his

‘Tyranny and Ufimpation are ever fullow'd 
by Faéton and Rebellion. 

Formerly a fubordinate Prince had the 
Rights of the Emperor laid before him, 
that he might be informed of the ‘Refpeét 
due to his How, faid he, do J 
aft contrary to it @ He was then the only 
Perfon ‘in the King@om that was blind to 
his undutiful Behaviour. 

But now a-days how many imitate him! 
The Minifter aflumes the Authority of the 
Prince, the Prince that of the Sovereign, 
and the Sovereign himfelf a good deal ¢x- 
cceds what Reafon prefcribes. The Evil 
is great, -and may already pafs as inve- 
terate ; but if there is a Remedy, it is 

ou alone, O Prince, that mift apply it. 
ir there is a Poffibility to recall former 
Times, your Example met do ity. I fay, 
If they can be recall’d ; for adéording to 
the {mall Meafare of my Undéritanding, 
it is impoflible to put Things upon the'an- 
cient Footing.

But ‘though ‘our Times fall fhort of 
thofe of the Antients, the Zeal of your 
ore ftill fwbfifts: They are loaded 
with Duties'‘to fupply the Evtgeticies of 
the State. Taxes arc heap’d'upon Taxes ; 
your Subjects {uffer a great deal, and are 
not inféniible. of their Mifery : Notwith- 
ftanding which, they make it their, Duty 
to furnifh all the neceflary Charges, and 
nobody remonftrates againft them, they 
being’ the ordinary Means of providing 
for States : But I muft befeech your ‘Ma- 
jefty to look alitcle farther ‘back than 
thicfe latter Reigns, to examine with At- 
tention, andito imitate che laudable Fru- 
gality of fome of your Anceftors, to cut 
off two Thirds‘ of the Expences of your 
Court in Salaries, * * * *.and Entertain.

The great Men now-a-days, whofe Eftates 
lie in the remoteft Parts of your Empirc, 
live as it-were in Ob{curity in their own 
Neighbourhood, in order to ake a Fi- 
pure at. Court ; -where the only Quettion 
is, who fhall have the grandeft Coch, 
the richeft Equipage, or make the molt 
favourable Prefénts to rheir favourite Eu- 
nuchs, Qught Things to go thus under 
a King whom Providence, -by ‘placing on 
the Throne, thas appointed as .a- Father 
equally indulgent'to all his People ? 

May the Admonitions of Heaven in{pire 
your Majefty wich an awtul Dread! May 
a generous Compaffion for the Sufterings 
of yonr poor and miferable Sabjeéts kin- 
die in your Breaft an ardent Detire to in- 
fpect into the real Caufe of their Calami- 
ties.

*tis uncertain, if he is left to his Liberty; 
which he will draw, as he can’t from the 
Nature of the Thing havé more Reafons 
for chufittg one than the other. - Yet the 
Exiftence or Non-Exiftence of a Multi- 
tude of Actions depend on this Uncer- 
tainty ; if he draws the Lot of Death, ¢ 
then will follow Motives to feveral Adti- 
ons, which would not have exifted, had 
he drawn the Lot of Life. The Know- 
ledge of his being to diein fuch a Time 
et Manner will introduce different 
Thoughts and Actions, than would have 
been, had Life been the Lot. 
A Maw hides a Piece of Money under a D 
Candleftick, and a defperate Gamefter 
bets all his Fortune on the Chance of his 
calling that Side which is uppermioft, ré- 
folving, if Winner, to bid adieutoGaming;

Tho’ I will allow that this Philofopher 
laced too much of his Summum Bonum 
in the Contentments of our Appetites, 
et I cannot think his Affertion totally 
Ife: From the Origin almoft to the 
End of Life there is a Progreffion of De- 
fires which we {till want gratify’d ; the 
Toys of Childhood, the Paitimes : of 
Youth, and all the various Delights of 
Life grow and continue ; nor are they 
accounted vain till we can purfue them 
no longer. 
Thefe are fome general Notions of Plea-

but loft his Crown for attempting it ; yet 
Feofrys, it {eems, could not only do that, 
but cven ena Laws, which bind Futuri- 
ty; for every new Precednt made by the 
Judges, in this Cafe, isin Effeét making 
that Law, which was not fo before, if 
their Rule of Law is founded upon modern 
Precedents only, and not upon old Ujage, 
or Ais of Parliament. Whatever Noti- 
ons We may’ entertain of the People’s 
making Laws, or that they are made by 
their Confint ; yet, in many Cafes, it 1 
the fudge’s interpretation, which onfti+ 
tutes the Law; and it will not afterwards 
be fuftered to call the Praétice upon it in 
Queftion ; for when the: Court hath de+

. By thefe Means, we now enjoy the 
Fruits of thofe b'efled Endeavours, whic 
Were made by Charles and Fames the 24, 
for reviving in another Shape that grea 
Branch of Prerogative, the SteryChemrs 
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by transferring its Powers and Precedents 
to the King’s Bench. Could there be 
any Doubt of this, the State Law, or 
Doffrine of Libels, would fufficiently con- 
Vince us of it; particularly where it is 
faid, ‘* that whatever might be the Prac- 
tice of the King’s Bench, in earlier Times, 
we find that latterly it hath follow’d the 
Examples laid down by the Star-Chamber 
for punifhing varioufly, according to the 
Nature of the Offence ; more efpecially, 
fince the Suppreffion of that Court, when 
the King’s-Bench found left co itfelf the 
Corre&tion of a great many Enormities, 
which before were punifhable in the Star- 
Chamber.” 

The Revolution may be juftly faid, in 
fome Degree at leaft, to be owing to the

Mr Lor vs, 

"THE Lords Committees for Religion, ap- 

pointed to examine into the Caufes of the 
prefent notorious Immorality and Prophanenefs, 
beg Leave before they report to your Lordthips 
what Progrefs they have made in that Enquiry, 
to obferve, that an uncommon Scene .of Impie- 
ty and Blafphemy appeared before them, wherein 
feveral Perfons muft have been concerned: 

But by reafon of their meeting late in’ the 

Seffion, they have not been able to prepare a full 

and fatisfatory Account thereof for your Lord- 

fhips ; however, they think it their Duty to 
lay it before your Lordfhips as it hath appeared 
to them: ‘That before the Conclufion, fome 

Meafures may be taken to put a Stop to the 

Spreading of thefe Impietics, which it is to be 

hoped in the next Seffion of Parliament, your 

Lordihips will be able, by proper Laws and Re~ 

medies, wholly to extinguith and prevent for the 

future, 

The Lords Committees have fufficient Grounds 
to believe, (though no direét Proof thereof up- 
on Oath hath yet been laid before them) that fe~ 
veral loofe and diforderly Perfons have of late 
creéted themfelves into a Society or Club, under 
the Name of Blaffers; and have ufcd Means to 

draw 
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draw into this impious Society feveral of the 
Youth of this Kingdom. 

What the Praétices of this Society are, (be- 
fides the general Fame fpread through the whole 
Kingdom) appears by the Examinations of feve- 
ral Perfons taken upon Oath, before the Lord 
Mayor of this City, in Relation to Peter Lens 
Painter, lately come into this Kingdom, who 
profeffes himelf a Blofter. 

By thefe Examinations it appears, that the 
faid Peter Lens, profeffes himfelf to be a Votary 
of the Devil, that he hath offered up Prayers to 
him, and publickly drank tothe Devil's Health; 
that he hath at feveral Times uttered the moft 
daring and execrable Blafphemies againft the Sa- 
cred Name and Majefty of God ; and often made 
Ufe of fuch obfcene, blafphemous, and before 
unheard-of Expreffions, as the Lords Commit- 
tees think they cannot even mention to your 
Lordfhips, and therefore chufe to pafs over in 
Silence 


As Impieties and Blafphemies of this Kind 
were utterly unknown to our Anceftors, the 
Lords Commitees obferve, that the Laws fram- 
ed by them muft be unequal to fuch enormous 
Crimes; and, that a new Law is wanting more 
effectually to reftrain and punith Blafphemies of 
this Kind. 

The; Lords. Committees cannot take upon 
them to affign the immediate Caufes of fuch 
monftrous Impieties, but they beg Leave to ob- 
ferve, that of late Years there hath appeared a 
greater Negleét of Religion, and all Things 
Sacred, than was ever before known in this 
Kingdom, a great Neglect of Divine Worthip, 
both publick and private, and of the due Obfer- 
vance of the Lord’s Day ; a Want of Reverence 
to the Laws and Magiftrate, and of a due Sub- 
ordination in the feveral Ranks and Degrees in 
the Community ; and an Abufe of Liberty, un- 
der our mild and happy Conftitution ; a great 
Negleét in Education ; and a Want of Care in 
Parents and Matters of Families, in training up 
their Children in Reverence and Awe; and 
keeping their Servants in Difcipline and good 
Order, and inftruéting them in moral fand reli- 
gions Duties ; a great Encreafe of Idlenefs, 
Luxury, and exceflive Gaming, and an Excefs in 
the Ute of {pirituous and intoxicateing Liquors. 

Wherefore the Lords Committees are come to 
the following Refolutions, viz, 

Refriwed, That it is the Opinion of this Com- 
mittee, that his Mujefty’s Attorney General 
be ordered to Profecute Peter Lens, with the 
utmoft Severity of the Law. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Com- 
mittec, that an humble Addrefg be prefented to 
his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, that he would 
be pleafed to order, that a Proclamation may if- 
fue, with a Reward for apprehending the faid 
Peter Lensy and that he would be further pleaf- 
ed, togive it in Direction to the Judges in their 
feveral Circuits, to ¢charge the Magiftrates to 
put the Laws in Execution againft Immérality, 
and Profane Curfing and Swearing, and Gaming,

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Com- 
mittee, that the Vifitors of the Univerfity, and 
of all Schools, do exhort and ‘require the Fel- 
lows and Matters, carefully to inftruét the Youth, 
committed to their Care, in the Principles of 
Religion, and Morality, and to inculcate a due 
Reverence to the Laws and Religion of their 
Country.
